Jan Masaryk is dead, a suicide, in 
Czechoslovakia. - 
Son of the founder of the Czechoslo- 


vakian nation, in which founding the late 


Woodrow Wilson gave such valuable aid 
and interest, he had stayed on as Foreign 
Minister after the Communists took over, 
by force, though they lacked a majority. 

He stayed on, like Pres. Eduard Benes, 
because he hoped to salvage what he could 
for his people and for world peace. 


His death, by a plunge from his hotel’ 


window, is an eloquent answer. 

He found that with the Communists 
there was nothing he could do for, his 
country and nothing he could do for world 


peace. 
Masaryk was well known in this ¢coun- 


try. 
Hé fled here in 1938 after Munich gave 
his country to the Germans. He went back 
to England in 1942 to join Pres. Eduard 
Benes in heading up the Czech Govern- 
ment in exile. 

Now only Benes, a sick old man, is left.

in the quality of government. There was the famed “Pax Romana”, 
the peace which great Rome made in the vast stretches of her em- 


pire. You may see her ancient watchtowers yet in far places of the 


world, the stones whitened with the snows and rains and suns of 
centuries. You may see the ruins of her fortifications, roads and 
bridges; you may dig up old coins in Britain and in middle Europe. 
But, it was a costly peace which strained-the government ahd, 
finally, pulled it down. 

It will be a sad day for the world, for‘ the people of Russia as 


- well as those of the United States, if we do get a peace which must 


be maintained all over the world by American soldiers and by 
American dollars. That will be sure to lower our standard of living 
and to set up a strain which cannot long be endured. 


Meaning Is that what the people want who keep saying that: 
we might as well go to war now while we have the 
bombs and fight it out? 

Do they then think they would have plenty of cheap bread, 
plenty of machines and goods? , 

They, too, are guilty of evaluating the problem in terms of 
dollars and wheat and machines instead of blood. 

The blood spilled in the war so many want will not all be the 
other people’s blood. Much of it will be ours. 

And if we win it, what then would the taxes be: what then 
would be the cost of restoring the economy of the defeated lands 
across the seas? 

Let us face all these things frankly... 
Our blood.

{ up by the first purchaser at the head of the queue when the shop 


opened early in the morning. 

- It is hard to realize that Britain today is 
Hard to Realize a land of starvation diets. It matters little 
how much money an English family may have, that money is worth- 
less when there isn’t the food to be bought. 

I have received letters from people who, even today, are what 
we would call well to do, measured in money pounds. Yet they 
tell me of constant hunger, of gradual loss of weight, of physical 
debility through lack of proper foods. It isn’t money they lack. It 
is, simply, food. Health-giving, body-building fats and vitamin-rich 
eatables. 

This in a land famous, not so long ago, at that, for the heavy 
eating habits of her people. 

For a century there was no need to appeal to the average Eng- 
lish voter by promising two chickens in every pot. There wer 
two chickens in every pot. Big, fat hens for roasting, to grace th 
dinner table, side by side on the same platter, brown and rich and 
fat. 

England’s roast beef was no figment of speech. It was reality, 
with the Yorkshire pudding as hefty garniture on the side. 

The Britisher might be comparatively rare who owned an auto- 
mobile. Perhaps there was only one telephone to a score of homes, 
on the average. Perhaps the modern gadgets in his home were 
few. Maybe he knew nothing of centra] heating and air condi- 
tioning. But there was never any shortage of rich foods for his 
table for those four or five meals per day to which he was accus:

If history repeats itself, Taft and Dewey, in 
the event of such a deadlock, will kill each other 
off.

else as a compromise. 


The Michigan Senator looms large as the 
compromise choice for two reasons. First, the 
leadership he has given Republican support of 
the Marshall Plan in the Senate is largely re- 
sponsible for the bipartisan foreign policy the 
nation now has. All of this ha: tended to build 
him up tremendously as a Republican Presi- 
dential po§sibility. 

But the second reason offers a more practical 
basis for the belief that he will ultimately land 
the nomination. It’ has to do with the relation- 
ship between him and Gov. Dewey. The New 
York Governor is known to have offered Van- 
denberg the No. 1 place in his Cabinet, in the 
event he should become the nominee and be 
elected.

Dewey’s nomination. It also carries the véry 
strong implication that Sen. Vandenberg will be 
the Dewey choice for a compromise, if the con- 
vention does develop a deadlock between the New 
York Governor and Sen.

Warren takes easy precedence over 
most anyone else who might be suggested 
for second place on the ticket. He comes 
from one of the most populous states and 
from a section of the country the Repubil- 
cans should want to include in the party 
ticket. He has an added prestige of having 
been offered the vice presidential nomination 
four years ago—an offer he turned down 
at that time, 


The only question is whether he would con- 
sent to run on the ticket with Sen. Vandenberg. 
Most of those who know him say he definitely 
would. It is suggested that either Dewey or Taft 
would be more than pleased to have him as their 
running mate, should they succeed.

The letters were sent to Prof. Nicholas Roe- 
rich, whosé disciples believed that he was God, 
and to persons in his oriental circle. Roerich’s 
admirers included Henry Wallace and official rec- 
ords of the Department of Agriculture prove be- 
vond dispute that Wallace was completely taken in 
by Roerich and enabled him to carry en political 
activity in Japan and China under a pretext of 
collecting certain seed for the Department of Agri- 
culture. Wallace later repudiated Roerich and 
contrived to banish him to India and to prévent 
his return to this country.

The seat perilous-— 
in letters of fire—for the one who has won the 
right to come by using the inner principles to 
conquer in the outer world. What challenge! 
What adventure! What patience and grief! The 
issue conditioned on continuous striving. Yes— 
@h master M. 

“But do not you and and Mrs. 
accept this challenge? Are not a number earnest- 
ly in the search and are not quite a few in the 
same consciousness of striving to renew the in- 
sight of Christ at the last supper in terms of the 
modern day? Surely, in this respect. we are mem- 
bers of the same body.. 

“My heart is strangely moved but my mind 
is quivering with questions. 

“So may we strive for the chalice with the 
flame above it, encircled and with the banner on 
either side. Yes, the joy of the Lord won by 
striving and expressed in beauty.” Signed with 
the monogram initials. “H. A. W.” 

Another letter says: “Dear M: I am worried 
about the attitude of W. (believed to be Roose- 
velt, sometimes called the Wavering One. W. P.) 
and many others concerning the rulers. Under 
their analysis the matter would come to a for- 
eible climax perhaps in co-operation with the 


monkeys (Great Britain. W. P.) about two years 
hence. 

“So far I have listened quietly. The destina- 
tion of the guru is not yet known to W. but may 
become known at any time. Premature statement 
here might prejudice the position of the guru 
and myself. (Roerich was the guru. W. P.) 

“It is a question of when and how to make 
influence felt so as to prevent disaster two years 
hence. Seems to me the time for speaking will 
be next Fall. 

“May we hold ourselves open to the shining 
glory of the great ones.” Signed with a crude 
“G,” which might signify Galahad, the name by 
which Wallace was known to members of this 
cult. 

Another letter: “Dear : This morning 
at 6:40 E.S.T. the July moon was full and, accord- 
ing to the ancient Eastern custom, there was held 
in the astral world at that time the gathering of 
the adsek festival at which the,Lord Maitreya is 
supposed to make his annual report. 


“At times when I survey the terrible self- 
ishness of organized business. organized labor 
and organized agriculture as well as the ig- 
norance of tKhe unorganized consumers, I am 
ready to say that it might be best for America 
to descend into the depths of the purifying 
fires. But in spite of these abundant dugpas 
we shall fight for the cleaner, larger thing. 


“Give my regards to the Lichtmanns (dev- 
otees) and Mr. Horch. (Louis L. Horch, who 
admitted later that he sincerely believed Roerich 
was God afd that even his paintings had divine 
healing qualities. Henry Wallace named Horch 
to three important Government jobs. In his last 
job, from which he resigned last Summer after 
the expose in these dispatches, Horch had the 
power to authorize all shipments from New York 
and New Jersey to Russia and satellite countries 
in Europe. Averell Harriman, former Ambassa- 
dor to Russia, retained him in this job until the 
expose, although he must have known about 
Horch’s power over exports to Russia. Harriman 
gave no explanation when Horch resigned. W. P.)

How Democratic 


Are Nominations?

Woman's News Editor 


This time it was a ,man’s voice, de- 

manding, a little stubbornly, that his wife’s 

mame be used the next day as the new president of her 
garden club. We explained our policy of using the names 
of all new officers in one story, and inquired the other 


names on the slate. 


“Oh,” he said, off-handedly, “I don’t know the others. 
The election won't be till tomorrow. 


It was a case i: point. 


This business of “democratic” elections in most organi- 


zations is a joke. 


Somebody, usually the president, appoints a nominat- 
ing committee They get together and weigh the member- 
ship and decide who will be next year’s officers. At a set 
meeting, they present their roster of suggested officers. 
In most cases an interval of a few seconds is permitted by 
the presiding officer, for nominations from the floor, and 
then somebody moves the slate be adopted summarily. It 
is almost always accepted. The only time | recall a voice of 
dissension stands out in my memory as a painful episode 
of awkwardness for the defiant member. 


There are exceptions, of-course. 


The Atlanta Council of Parents and Teachers last week 
found enough opposition to the group proposed by nom- 
as officers that their whole slate was voted down, 
with the exception of one or two proposals, But that was 
organized opposition, and indicated that some active mem- 
ters had advance information on the names of the nom- 


inees. 


In most organizations, this kind of prior information is 


not available.

Atlantan Paints Late Author 


A distinguished portrait of a distinguished man, the late 
Dr. John A. Fairlie, will be unveiled with commemorative 
ceremonies this morning at the University of Illinois, where 
he was professor emeritus of political science until his death 


in 1947. 

The portrait was painted by 
Atlanta's gifted Miss Kate Ed. 
wards, whose skillful interpre- 
tation of character has led to 
her wide recognition as a sen- 
sitive portrait artist. 

Dr. Fairlie, a prolific author 
and known, among other things 
as “the father of administrative 
reorganization in State govern- 
ments,” was a frequent visitor 
to Atlanta during his lifetime. 
He was the guest of his brother, 


Andrew J. Fairlie, local chemi- ‘ 


eal engineer and author, and 
Mrs. Fairlie, the former Lily 
Peeples, an accomplished pi- 
anist. ' 

The Fairlie portrait, an intel- 
lectual face with great strength 
and kindness in the wide-spaced 
eyes, and round full brow, was 
commissioned after the educa- 
tor’s death here in January. 

Miss Edwards used a number 
of photographs to approximate 
the expression and dimensions 
of the face, and achieved a por- 
trait considerably younger than 
he was when he died, at 70. 
That pleased her. 

“I always try toe show not 
only the way a person looks,” 
she explains, “but to also show 
what the man is.

DEAR MRS. STREETT: My 
little boy is three years old and 
in the past year he has become 
quite knock-kneed. As a baby, 
he got his cod-liver oil and or- 
ange juice without fail. After 
he started walking (one year 
old) his legs were nice and 
straight. I have been letting 
him wear his cousin’s outgrown 
shoes. Will buying him his own 
shoes correct the knock-knees? 

ANSWER: You write that 
your son was given cod-liver 
oil as-a baby, but you did not 
say whether you still give him 
this important oil. Every moth- 
er should know that babies and 
growing children need cod-liver 
oil regularly. Many physicians 
want their young patients to 


take cod-liver oil until they are 


grown. . 

Many young children develop 
rickets because they have not 
been fed cod-liver oil during the 
cool months. It supplies vita- 
min D, which is absolutely nec- 
essary to build straight, strong 
bones and teeth. 

Another thing, your little boy 
should be taken to a pediatrician 
twice a year until he is six and 
yearly thereafter. Your phy- 
sician may prescribe vitamin D 
therapy, if he discovers rickets 
present in your little boy, or he 
may send you to a bone spe- 
cialist for examination. 


Always buy new shoes for 


your child. The doctor will ad- 
vise you about the type of shoe 
he wants your boy to wear and 
he may prescribe lifts to help 
correct the knock-kneed condi- 
tion. 

Many young children develop 
knock-knees just about the time 
when they are losing their baby 
chubbiness. Do not worry, but 
do give your boy cod-liver oil 
daily and take him to the doctor 
immediately.

Question: Is it ever a child's 
fault he doesn’t feel “close” to 
his parents? 

Answer: Never! In drawing 
away from them and “keeping 
to himself” he is surrendering 
one of his deepest cravings—the 
need for an older, stronger per- 
son @o depend on. He will do 
this only if you’ve unintentional- 
ly hurt or slighted him, and 
made him feel you do not “un- 
derstand” him. Trying to force 
a child’s confidence may have 
this effect on him since this 
makes him feel that you are try- 
ing to impose your will upon 
him and ignoring his own feel- 
ings and desires. Leave him to 
make the advances, and his need 
of love will draw him to you. 


Question: Does everyone like 
to have you “help” him? 

Answer: By no means, and 
you'll make enemies if you don't 
realize it.
